REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither discloses nor renders obvious the claimed combination comprising: a first set of 
stationary semi-spheres formed on the first interior surface and protruding into the first 
portion of the screw cavity; a second set of stationary semi-spheres formed on the 
second interior surface and protruding into the second portion of the screw cavity. 

Regarding claim 26, the prior art neither discloses nor renders obvious the 
claimed combination comprising: a motor, a resonator forming a central cavity and a 
tuner affixed to the screw arrangement and disposed within the central cavity of the 
resonator wherein the screw arrangement comprises a first screw part comprising a 
resilient tongue extending in a spaced-apart relationship along the first exterior surface 
and comprising a bulge extending toward the first exterior surface, a second screw part, 
wherein the second exterior surface forms a recess for receiving the bulge. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
